PAPAL  mp:dals. 


There  exist  several  complete  series  of  Pa- 
pal medals  from  St.  Peter  down  to  our  own 
time,  but  they  are  all  n=;stitutions  and  bear 
portraits,  the  greater  number  of  which  are 
imaginary.  They  therefore  offer  but  little 
historical  interest.  The  authentic  series  does 
not  begin  until  the  XV  century,  at  which  pe- 
riod a revival  took  place  in  the  monetary  art. 

Innocent  VH,  Gregory  XII,  .Mexander  V, 
John  XXIII,  and  Martin  V,  probably  left 
genuine  portraits  Irom  which  medals  were  ex- 
ecuted, and  dedicated  to  them.  Trom  this 
period,  [1424]  the  Pope’s  have  coined  med- 
als in  uninterrupted  succession.  The  dies  of 
many  of  these  medals  are  preserved,  and  the 
medals  are  restruck  whenever  required.  For 
this  reason  the  original  medals  only  are  of 
any  great  rarity,  the  others  being  furnished 
by  the  Papal  mint  at  Rome  for  little  more 
than  the  value  of  the  bronze  they  contain. 
Owing  to  their  beautiful  workmanship  and 
various  types  the  series  of  Papal  medals  form 
a most  interesting  and  valuable  collection. 
Perhaps  the  best  mode  of  classification  would 
be  with  reference  to  their  reverses.  This  would 
include  four  classes;  The  fiist,  those  bearing 
the  designs  of  public  edifices.  Example:  A 
medal  of  Nicholas  V,  having  on  one  side  the 
bust  of  the  Pope,  and  on  the  other  a repre 
sentation  of  the  Porta  Santa,  with  the  legend 
ANNO  IVBILEI,  ALMA,  ROMA,  I45O.  The  Porta 
Santa  is  one  of  the  doors  opening  into  St. 
Peters  at  Rome.  It  is  pulled  down  by  the 
Pope  on  the  Christmas  ICve  of  the  Jubilee 
which  takes  place  every  25th  year.  The 
Pope  begins  the  demolition  of  the  door  by 
striking  it  three  times  with  a silver  hammer. 
Another  medal  of  Julius  II,  has  a view  of  the 
church  of  St.  Peter  as  designed  by  Bramanti. 
Legend:  vaticanvs  mons.  Medals  of  this 
class  are  very  numerous  and  of  great  interest. 

The  second  class  includes  all  those  medals 


which  aie  copied  from  ancient  coins,  or  the 
subject  taken  from  (jreek  and  Roman  my- 
thology. Examples:  A Medal  of  Martin  V, 
having  on  the  reverse  a figure  of  Justice, 
seated  upon  a ])ile  of  armor,  holding  in  one 
hand  a pair  of  scales  and  in  the  other  a cor- 
nucopia and  an  olive  branch.  Legend;  oi^timo 
roNTii'ici  ko.ma.  The  only  modern  portion 
of  this  type  is  the  word  Pontifici  which  takes 
the  place  of  Principi,  so  often  found  on  1 0- 
man  Imperial  coins.  A medal  of  Julius  I. 
represents  the  goddess  Annona  with  the 
legend  annona  pvhlIca.  This  is  a lac  simile 
of  a Roman  reverse.  Another  medal  of  Leo 
X.  has  a quadritra,  conducted  by  a figure  who 
is  being  crowned  by  victory,  imitated  from  a 
Syracuse  medallion.  This  last  medal  was 
strucK  in  1521,  in  memory  of  the  evacuation 
of  Milan  by  the  French  army. 

In  the  third  class  w'e  include  Biblical  or 
sacred  subjects  and  also  ceremonies  perform 
ed  by  the  pope.  Example;  Julius  I.  struck 
a medal  with  a representation  on  the  reverse 
of  the  conversion  of  St.  Paul;  legend:  cc.ntka 
STIMVLV.M  NECALCITKES,  “ Do  iiot  kick  against 
the  pricks.”  A medal  of  Innocent  VUI.  rep- 
sents  the  pope  giving  his  benediction  to  Fer- 
dinand of  Aragon,  nephew  of  Ferdinand, 
King  of  Naples.  Legend;  ecce  sic  bene- 

DICTVR  HOMO. 

The  fourth  and  last  class  includes  those 
medals  bearhig  the  arms  of  the  popes;  a nu- 
merous, but  comparatively  uninteresting 
series. 

The  medals  enumerated  above  are  by  no 
means  the  only  interesting  ones  of  the  series; 
they  are  but  a few  chosen  from  hundreds,  all 
of  equal  interest.  In  closing  this  article  we 
will  describe  a medal  which  presents  consid- 
erable historical  interest.  It  is  the  one  struck 
by  Gregory  XIII.  in  commemoration  of  the 
massacre  of  the  Huguenots,  observing,  in  or- 
der to  dissipate  all  doubts  as  to  authenticity 


that  this  niC'lal  was  purchased  in  duplicate 
by  the  writer,  at  the  Vatican  mint,  in  1875. 

Obvt’rse . Hust  of  (ire^ory  XlII,  with 
cowl,  hood  aiul  cloak,  to  left;  Grkoorivs 
XUl.  Pont.  Max.  An.  J.;  under  the  bust 
h\  P.  Revt’rse An  angel,  bearing  in  his  left 
a cross  and  in  his  right  a sword;  on  the  riglit 
are  three  prostrate  warriors  in  armor; 
about  them,  on  the  ground,  a sword,  a halbert, 
a javelin,  a blunderbus,  a morgenstern,  a 
shield;  further  back,  on  the  right,  a warrior 
in  ar.nor  with  broken  sword  in  recumbent 
posture ; a naked  male  figure  fleeing  ; be- 
neath his  arms  the  heads  of  two  females  are 
visible;  over  these  a female  figure  draped.

The  P lorentines  after  returning  from  a vic- 
torious campaign  against  tne  Pisans  an  1 
Sienese,  resolved  to  strike  a new  piece  of 
money  in  memory  of  their  victories, — the 
golden  Morin.  “The  Florin  of  PTorcnce  (^says 
Sismondi),  through  all  the  monetary  revolu- 
tions of  all  neighboring  countries,  and  while 
the  bad  faith  of  governments  adulterated  their 
coin  from  one  end  of  Europe  to  the  other,  has 
always  remained  the  same;  it  is,  to-day,  (Sis- 
mondi was  born  in  1773  and  died  in  1842;  of 
the  same  stamp  which  it  was  when  struck  in 
1252.  It  was  gold  of  the  purest  title  (24 
carats)  weighed  the  eighth  of  an  ounce,  and 
carried  on  one  side  the  image  of  St.  John 
Bapust,  on  the  other  the  Jleur-dc-lis.  It  is 
the  coin  which  Chaucer  takes  for  the  best 
lepresentation  of  beautiful  money,  in  the  Par- 
doners Tale  : this,  in  his  judgment,  is  the 
fairest  mask  of  death.  Vallani’s  relation  of 
its  moral  and  commercial  effect  at  Tunis  is 
woith  translating,  being  in  substance,  I doubt 
not,  true.  “And  these  new  Florins  beginning 
tq  scatter  through  the  world,  some  of  them 


got  to  Tunis,  in  Harbary,  and  the  king  of 
! Tunis,  who  was  a worthy  and  wise  lord,  was 
greatly  pleased  with  them  and  had  them  test- 
ed; and  linding  them  of  fine  gold,  he  prai.sed 
them  much,  and  had  the  legend  on  them  in- 
terpreted to  him, — to  wit : on  one  side  “ St. 
John  Hajitist;”  on  the  other  “Morentia.”  So 
seeing  they  were  pieces  of  Christian  money, 
he  sent  for  the  Pisan  merchants,  who  were 
free  of  his  port  and  much  before  the  king  (and 
also  the  Florentines  traded  in  Tuni.s  through 
Pisan  agents,)  and  asked  them  what  city  it 
was  among  the  Christians  which  made  the 
said  Morins;  and  the  Pisans  an.^wered  in 
spite  and  envy;  “They  are  our  land  Arabs.” 
I he  king  answeretl  wisely,  “ It  does  not  ap 
pear  to  me  Arabs’  money.  You  Pisans,  wdiat 
golden  money  have  you  got?’  Then  they 
were  conlused  anti  knew  not  what  to  answer. 
•So  he  asked  them  it  there  was  any  Florentine 
among  them.  y\nd  there  was  found  a mer- 
chant from  the  other  side  of  the  Arno,’  by 
name  1 eter  Balducci,  discreet  and  wise.  T he 
king  asked  him  (>f  the  state  and  being  of  Flor- 
ence of  which  the  Pi.sans  made  their  rabs,— 
who  answered  him  wisely,  showing  the  power 
and  magnificence  of  P'lorence,  and  how  Pisa 
in  comparison,  was  not  either  in  land  or  peo- 
ple, the  halt  of  Florence,  and  that  they  have 
no  goalen  money,  and  that  the  gold  from 
which  these  florins  had  been  made  was  gained 
by  the  h'lorentines  above  and  beyond  them, 
by  many  victories.  AVherefore  the  said  Pisans 
were  put  to  shame,  and  the  king  both  by  the 
reason  of  the  Florin,  and  for  the  words  of  our 
wise  citizen  made  the  h'lorentines  free,  and 
appointed  for  them  their  own  Fondaco  and 
church  in  Tunis,  and  gave  them  privileges 
like  the  Pisans.  And  this  we  know  for  a 
truth  from  the  same  Peter,  having  been  in 
company  with  him  at  the  office  of  the  Priors.” 
Sismondi  says  its  value  answers  to  eleven 
francs,  forty  centimes  of  France.  But  all 
that  can  be  scientifically  said  of  any  piece  of 
money  is  that  it  contains  a given  weight  of  a 
given  metal.  Its  value  in  other  coins,  other 
metals,  or  other  general  produce  varies,  not 
only  from  day  to  day  but  from  instant  to  in-

])resent  at  his  sale.  The  fine  copy  ot  that 
maj;nificent  work,  “ .S.  S.  Crosby's  Early 
Coins  in  .America,”  made  here  its  first  ap- 
pearance at  public  sale,  and  brought  $\2., 
much  less  than  such  a work  ought  t(j  .sell  at. 
Sale  of  j.  \V.  IIazei-i  ink,  Pmii.a.,  b'EiiKUAKV 
12,  13,  14  AND  I 5. 

After  a rather  prolonged  interval  of  rest, 
following  his  very  successive  “ Centenaial  ’ 
sales  of  last  year,  Mr.  llazeltine  suddenly 
came  down  upon  us  with  a catalogue  that,

COMING  S A Lies. 

What  collector  does  not  remember  the 
celebrated  Stenz  collection  ottered  at  New 
York  less  than  two  years  ago.^  It  is  the  for- 
tune of  a large  number  of  the  most  valuable 
pieces  in  that  collection  again  to  pass  under 
the"  auctioneer’s  hammer.  The  occasion  is 
the  sale  of  the  entire  collection  of  Mr.  William 
Anderson,  one  of  the  largest  purchasers  at 
the  time  of  the  Stenz  sale.  To  this  are  added 
important  selections  from  the  cabinet  of  Mr. 
Geo.  W.  Cram,  of  Norwalk,  Conn.,  the  sale 
to  take  place  at  Clinton  Mall,  New  York,  on 
the  8th  and  9th  inst. 

The  catalogue,  though  bearing  the  signa- 


I ture  of  Mr.  W m,  ll.  .Strobridge.  is  evidently 
not  the  work  of  that  di.scriminating  connois- 
! senr,  but  as  the  descriptions  of  all  the  coins 
from  the  Stenz  collection  are  copied  cn/  ver- 
batiui  from  the  fonner  catalogue,  it  matters 
not  parlicular'y  as  far  as  thcLse  are  concerned. 
The  balance  is  evidently  the  work  of  one  of 
the  Messrs.  Leavitt's  nimble  clerks  and  lor 
brevity  and  paucity  of  descrij^tion  strongly 
contracts  with  Mr.  Slrobridge's  elocpient  and 
i scholarly  ccmimenls. 

I It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  Mr.  Stro- 
‘ bridge  is  incapacitated,  on  account  of  a ser- 
I ions  ('j)hthalmic  malady  from  attending  to  his 
usual  occupations  at  Clinton  llall.  tie  has 
the  best  wishes  of  every  one  of  his  numerous 
friends  and  acquaintances  for  his  speedy  and 
[)ermanent  recovery. 


We  were  favored  during  a visit  we  paid  to 
Mr  Edward  Cogan,  at  his  house,  with  a view  of 
a very  fine  collection  of  American  coins  and 
mint  pattern  pieces,  now  under  process  of  be- 
ing catalogued,  and  which  he  proposes  to 
offer  at  public  sale,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
present  month. 

; In  American  cents  and  half  cents  the  col- 
lection is  one  of  the  finest  and  most  complete 
ever  ofifered  at  public  or  private  sale.  We 
noticed  an  uncirculated  1 793  Chain  cent; 
three  varieties  of  the  wreath,  all  nearly  if  not 
quite  uncirculated  ; many  beautiful  varieties 
of  the  1 794  cent,  and  all  the  rare  dates,  es- 
pecially the  1799  in  the  very  finest  condition. 
In  fact  the  rarer  the  date  the  finer  the  piece, 
seems  to  be  the  rule  with  this  set.  In  Colo- 
nial coins  we  have  for  the  first  time  handled 
a Nova  Caesarea  cent  with  the  date  of  1786, 
in  the  field  over  the  plough.  There  are 
splendid  inpressions  of  the  Massachusetts  sil- 
ver currency,  including  the  N.  E.  shilling, 
an  uncirculated  E Plukihs  Unum;  and  other 
rare  pieces  This  collection  contains  a large 
number  of  mint  pattern  pieces,  many  so  rare 
as  to  be  entirely  unknown  to  collectors.  The 
collection  numbers  from  400  to  500  difterent 
pattern  pieces,  350  cents  and  half  cents  and 
from  300  to  400  pieces  of  U.  S.  silver,(among 
the  latter  one  of  the  finest  1794  dollars 
ever  offered).
